It is hereby ordered —

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THE BRITISH TRANSPORT COMMISSION (HARBOURS) 
CHARGES SCHEME, 1958 

Part I 

Citation, Interpretation and Commencement 

1. This Scheme may be cited as “The British Transport Commission 
(Harbours) Charges Scheme, 1958.” 

2. (1) In this Scheme except so far as the context otherwise requires the 
following expressions have the meanings hereby respectively assigned to them, 
that is to say: — 

“ charges ”, “ dock ”, “ harbour ”, “ inland waterway ”, “ port facilities ”, 
“ ship ” and “ statutory provision ” have the same meanings as in the 
Transport Act, 1947; 

“ the Commission ” means the British Transport Commission ; 

“ harbour of the Commission ” means a harbour vested in or under the 
control and management of the Commission; 

“ inland waterway of the Commission ” means an inland waterway vested 
in the Commission or which they have any right or duty to maintain ; 

“merchandise” includes goods, fish, livestock and animals of all descriptions 
and minerals; 

“ scheduled harbours ” means such of the harbours of the Commission as 
are situate at the places specified in the First Schedule of this Scheme. 

(2) The Interpretation Act, 1889, shall apply to this Scheme as it applies 
to an Act of Parliament. 

3. This Scheme shall come into force on the 1st June, 1958. 

Part II 
Charges 

Scheduled Harbours 

4. The Commission may in respect of : — 

(1) any ship entering using or leaving a scheduled harbour; 

(2) any merchandise shipped or unshipped into or from a ship entering 
using or leaving a scheduled harbour; and 

(3) any passenger embarking or disembarking at a scheduled harbour ; 
make charges so calculated as not to exceed the charges in operation at that 
harbour on the 1st September, 1957, increased by twenty-five per cent thereof 
which said charges as so increased are hereinafter referred to as “ maximum 
dues ”. 

5. (1) Where any merchandise shipped or unshipped into or from a ship 
entering using or leaving a scheduled harbour is not described in any list or 
classification of merchandise by reference to which the charges in operation at 
that harbour on the 1st September, 1957, were calculated, the maximum dues 
chargeable in respect thereof shall be the maximum dues chargeable in the case 
of whatever merchandise described in the said list or classification most nearly 
resembles it in its nature packing and quality. 

(2) In calculating any maximum dues fractions of a farthing amounting to 
half a farthing or more shall be reckoned as a farthing and fractions amounting 
to less than half a farthing shall be dropped. 
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6. The Commission may make such charges as may be reasonable for the 
use of any of the services or facilities specified in the Second Schedule of this 
Scheme provided by the Commission at any scheduled harbour. 

Other Harbours 

7. The Commission may in the case of any harbour of the Commission, 
not being a scheduled harbour or an inland waterway of the Commission 
navigated by seagoing ships , or a dock on an inland waterway of the Commission, 
make such charges as may be reasonable — 

(1) for the use of any of the services or facilities specified in the Second 

Schedule of this Scheme, or 

(2) for any other facilities being port facilities. 

Questions as to the reasonableness of charges 

8. Any questions as to the reasonableness of any charge made by the 
Commission under the provisions of paragraphs 6 and 7 of this Scheme shall be 
determined, on the application either of the Commission or of the person liable 
to the charge, by the Transport Tribunal, to the exclusion of any other Court. 

Part III 

Terms and Conditions 

9. The Commission may make the use of any of the services and facilities 
to which this Scheme relates subject to such reasonable terms and conditions 
(not being provisions as to the amounts of any charges) as the Commission' 
may from time to time determine. 

10. Any questions as to the reasonableness of any term or condition imposed 
or sought to be imposed by the Commission under paragraph 9 of this Scheme 
shall be determined by the Transport Tribunal. 

Part IV 

General 

11. Nothing in this Scheme shall affect the provisions of section 732 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 

12. For the avoidance of doubt it is hereby declared that nothing in this 
Scheme shall affect the provisions of section 22 of the British Transport 
Commission Act, 1957. 

Part V 
Publication 

13. The Commission shall keep at the principal office of the Commission 
at each scheduled harbour — 

(1) a copy of this Scheme, and 

(2) a book or books or document or documents showing in the case of 
that harbour the maximum dues chargeable under paragraph 4 of 
this Scheme, 

and shall on demand made by any person during reasonable hours produce 
the same for inspection without the payment of any fee. 

14. Save as provided by paragraph 13 of this Scheme and notwithstanding 
the requirements of any statutory provision the Commission shall be under 
no obligation to publish any charges to which this Scheme relates.

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SECOND SCHEDULE 

Services and Facilities Referred to in Paragraphs 6 and 7. 



Special lighting and buoying. 

Provision of mooring ropes and hawsers. 

Docking and undocking of a ship for a second or subsequent time during any one 
period covered by a maximum ship due, as provided by sub-paragraph (1) of para- 
graph 4 of Part II of this Scheme. 

Assistance in the berthing, unberthing, mooring, unmooring or moving of ships. 



Provision of accommodation for miscellaneous small craft and floating equipment 
such as painters’ rafts, caulking flats, prams and waterboats. 



Dock pilotage. 

Use of tugs. 

Lighterage. 

Use of graving docks and slipways. 



Use of gangways. 

Use of road vehicles. 

Hire of wagons for temporary storage. 

Supply of water. 

Supply of lighting or power. 

Selecting wagons of coal for shipment to order. 
Weighing and taring rail and road vehicles. 
Hire of sheets. 



Issue of dock warrants. 

Passing Customs’ entries. 

Supply of Certificate of Weights. 

Ship watching. 

Parking of road vehicles. 

Disposal of rubbish or condemned merchandise. 

Use of ship-to-shore telephones. 

Provision of flagmen. 

Issue of licences or permits for miscellaneous purposes. 

Loading and unloading of vehicles. 

Warehousing and Storage. 

Market accommodation. 

Supply of labour or provision or use of plant, machinery or appliances for the 
loading, unloading, sorting, weighing, handling, repairing, sampling, testing, 
protecting or watching of merchandise; and any other work performed in respect 
of any such operation.
